After the Civil w a r p rices not only w ere affected by the 
same conditions th a t have affected them since the W orld w ar,' rotnlnfr 
but in addition we had a debased currency .

Even subsidiary silver coins were disp laced by “ shin- 
p lasters.” 
Business was conducted with greenbacks or I rul­ 
ed States notes, the value of which fluctuated from day to 
day . 
Immediately a fte r the war, leaders looked to the s ta b­ 
ilizing of the currency . but the p anic of 187.’? delay ed it. Not 
until 18 7T> did the congress act to lay in a sup p ly of gold to 
jnake p ossible redem p tion of p ap er money on a gold basis, 
thereby making one dollar of currency , w h e th e r gold, silver 
or p ap er, as good as ever> other dollar.
